become tarikrupt we must increase our 
deposits by returning to the soil every- 
thing thai can be saved in the shape of 
fertilizers 
The liquids as well as the 


solids fro ;.'all stock kjept upon the farm 
must be s ived. He had proved f rota care- 
fully tried experiments that tie liquids 
from neat entile were worth more than the 
solid?, and by giving the proper attention 
sevcn-eigaths of the liquids could be saved. 
\yith a brrn cellar and a sufficient amount. 
•of absorb ng material at hand, all could 
be secured, and the cellar kept in a san- 
itjary condition.

a great saving is made in many ways; the 
dressing Eecpmes well incorporated with 
the poil—the grass fields are not injured 


«,by the team, as the ground is firm and dry 


—the cro^s can be put in at any time when 
the soil iain proper condition; whereas, if 
time is taxen to haul dressing there will 
be much delay and trouble aL the very 
busiest tiae of the year. 
All dressing Is 


applied as late in tjhe fall as it can be ap- 
plied witboutcutt rgup the grass fields, 
then future aceumlations are left until 
tlie next fill.. He ia engaged in dairying 
quite extensively and dressing accumu- 
lates fast.

principles. No matter what the industry, 
It is necassary that we study carefully the 
cost of production as well as the price re- 
vived. Poultry breeding is no exception. 
It must be thoroughly systematized to be 
made successful. 
In doing this work, the 


question of breeds, of feeding, growing 
and marketing, become essential factors 
in settling the question of profit.! As for 
breeds, we roust have those best adapted 
to our climate, conditions and market de- 
mands. ' While all have value, there is 
none that combines all the good qualities, 
and the question of which we will breed, 
becomes an Important Item. The Brahma s 
ure valuable, being excellent winter layers 
of Urge size and good for poultry. 
The 


Leghorns rank amocg the best layers and 
welt suited to our climate, if the pens be 
made ^'arm so there will be no danger of 
freezing. 
Between these two extremes 


we huvp the Plymouth Rocks and Wyan- 
dottes, whlu i, like the all-purpose cows, 
have been built up and improved upon, 
with the viBW to giving us the largest 
number of tggs and the best and greatest 
amount of poultry possible. The present 
high standard has come only as the result 
of long years of patient toil and study, and 
we,- to-day, may enter at once upon the 
fruits of these labors! Whatever breed or 
breeds you have, set at work at once to 
improve the average. 
For poultry, we 


want to use as breeders , those hens that 
have the bioadest, deepest, fullest) most 
compact bodies, with yellow legs and skin. 
Thus we s?curq the 'greatest possible 
weight will the least waste. 
Then by1 


procuring f-esh blood In the malps, we 
have only toj be careful that they be Sot the 
desired shatie and have descended from 
stock of same characteristics." For eggs, 
we must sebct the best layers to'breed 
from,-and then procure a male from the 
best laying families; thus we increase the 
egg production of our flocks. It will not 
do In either juse to breed indiscriminately 
from the flocks, for profit Is in the balance 
and that we must have. .If you want to 
combine these two good qualities, then, of 
course,'it follows that the selection must 
be from the 5tock that possesse^ the great- 
est number A virtues. In this wajy, by 
using only the best, we may, year by year, 
see that steady advance is being made. 
The qiicstior of feed holds' an important 
place ia every poultry man's account. We 
must give tint food richest in the elements 
desired, and in proportion to the needs of 
the animal, dot its wants; for 
like 


men, 
hens eat 
more than they need 


for health or productiveness. 
If 
we 


waot eggs, :hen the food should be that 
which 
will make eggs, that rich in 


nitrogenous matter. If poultry for the 
market, then feed the fats to produce fat. 
For1 eggs, then, feed wheat, oats, barley, 
shorts, and some corn, but not much, as 
corn has seventy-four per cent, fat, vege- 
tables of all kinds and second crop clover. 
This food which forces the development of 
eggs also niLkes best growth In the chick- 
en, and when the time comes for fattening, 
then feed the corn, corn meal, buckwheat 
and vegetables. 
You cannot feed too 


much milk, provided the other food supply 
is reduced i i proportion to the food ele- 
ments-in the milk. We must study the 
economy of feeding. 
It should not cost 


over eighty-live cents a year to keep a hen, 
or thirty-flve cents to raise a chicken five 
months old. 
Now if your hens average 


ten dozen eggs, and surely they ought to 
do this iin small flocks, and t,your chicks 
dress1 five pounds qach at five months, the 
profit can easily be«figured. 
The value of 


poultry manure cannot be too strongly 
presented,1 p-ovided It be.carefully saved, 
thoroughly incorporated1 with some ab- 
sorbent, like dry earth, or plaster, and 
protected from the sun and rain until' 
ready for use. 
For the young people, 


poultry raisipg offers special inducements, 
as the oppor:unity is here given to interest 
them in something that will yield a good 
profit, and feeach the principles of business 
methods. 


Dr. TwHchcll has given much attention 


to the raising of poultry, and is probably 
the best posted man in regard to the mer- 
its of the different breeds and their care 
of any man n Maine. 


In closing he made an eloquent plea for 


boys and gHs in the home, and spoke in 
high commendation of the work of the 
grange-.
